Yester-
day's initial ‘rading gave promise of an active
and strong market and these symptoms accord-
ingly Induced some outside orders, but there was
a development of weakness in the afternoon. The
carly demand was stimulated by the decided
strength displayed by the granger group, which
was helped by reputed more favorable climatie
conditions in the wheat belt and an encouraging
statement by the government of the general erop
conditlona. These circumstances caused a relapse
in wheat prices, which were also influenced by
heavinesg in Liverpool. Interest ran mainly to
raliway stocks and some of the [nactive lssues
particularly Great Northemn
Paul & Duluth and Wheeling &
It must be Inferred that there
was an entire ahandonment of professjonal opera-
tions in the specialties and these properties were
utilized at times as a lever to depress or enhancas
values of other shares, In fact the afternoon’s
weakness could bhe directly traceabie 1o a brisk

adoption of a schedule of prices for the spring
caused sharp advances in these stocks, which
moved counter to the general market at the cloge
The market ended irregularly, with the rallway
list little changed.

Good support was extended to the bond market
and some substantial gaing occurred on an active
demand.

The Demoeratic Issue Will Probably

He Free Silver Again,
New York Evening Post.

Altogether the speech leaves the impres-
gion that he desired not to offend the con-
gervative element of the Democratic party,
or to make united action, with him as a
candidate, impossible next year. Yet we
doubt if ha haa suceceaded in it. The chasm
between himself and the gold Democrate—
those who voted for MeKinley and Hobert
in 1896, 4= well as those who voted for Pal-
mer and Buckner—is still so wide that if he
had ignored the silver question altogether
they could not take him for thelr candidate
next vear.

According to present appearances, how-
ever, the South, which is the controlling
elament in the Demacratie party, will insist
upon making the fight again on the silver
jssue, and in that event Brvan is the in-
evitable nominee, and the party will be
thrashed at the polls again, although it will
be their turn next year to win. Silver is
not the question that most engages public
attention now. It i=x not nearly as attrac-
tive an issue a® it wag three vears ago., All
the enthusiasm, all the spontaneity, have
gone out of it. It was not this that gave
Mr. Bryan his warm greeting at the one-

ollar dinner, but himself as the party’s
standard bearer in the last campaign. It
cannot be affirmed again that the gold
standard is the cause of hard times—the
hard times have gone, but the gold «tandard
remains. Anclent prejudice against Great
Britain will not serve the turn now, he-
cause the prejudice does not exist. More
votes will be lost than gained by Inveighing
against tha British gold standard. Nabody
can =av with a stralght face that there is
not gold enough to do the world's business,
or to maintain prices. In short, a campaign
on that issue next vear will be an anach-
ronism, and will hecome a weariness or a
laughing stock before the voting takes
place. Yet it seems now as though the mas-
ters of the Democratic party in the South
would have it =0o. Something may occur in
the next twelve months to change the drift
of sentiment in the Seuth, but it has not
shown itself as yet,

The Cuban Robhers,
Washingtnn Special.

The news from Cuba s alsa disquieting.
What has heen feared and predicted all
along is taking place—namely, the organiza-
tion of bands of robbers. The island threat-
ens to become infested with bhanditti, com-
posed. it is believed, of those who had a
hand In the desuitory war against Spain,
The riff-raff of the Cuban army does not
take kindly to the idea of returning to work.
1t had three or four years of predatory life
and in a way enjoyved it. There is much
evidence at hand going te show that the
robber bands that have recently bheen prey-
ing on the inhabitants of the reglon round
about Havana are made up of men who are
at this time actually walting to participate
in the three-million-dollar distribution soon
to he made. They find inaction monotonous,
and while waiting for Uncie Sam’'s money
break up into bands for the levying of trib-
ute upon those who have .mwhl.lg of valua
in sight. ‘There is no assurance that when
these fellows get their share of the $3.000,000
they will do any better. They have a set-
l!pfl antipathy to work, and there is a fear
that many of them may use the money they
get from the United States treasury to het-
ter equip themselves for a predatory exist-
ence. It may be two years, or even five
years, hefore quiet can be established In
Cuba unless an army of oceapation largely
in excess of that now on the isiand be sent
there,
